separate State and Christianity in America.” Then on March 24th, 1922, President Hard- 

ing uttered these words: “In spite of our compiete divorcement of Church and State, 

quite in harmony with our religious freedom, there is an important relationship be- 

tween Church and nation, because no nation can prosper, no nation can survive, if it 

forgets Almighty God.” 


No Catholic theologian, would exact more than what our President and ex- President 
hold to be essential in this country. There isno danger here of a union between Church. 
and State resulting from Catholic ascendency, but there is danger of such a union from 
Protestant ascendency. Even today we hear on all sides that this is a Protestant country, 
and we read of different denominations as such entering politics, of being officially rep- 
resented at the Nation’s capital, etc. etc. Elsewhere in this issue we report a proposal to 
line up all the Protestant churches in an effort to make Protestant church affiliation the 
test of one’s Americanism and fitness for office. This is certainly a tendency towards 
union between the State and Protestantism. The Ku Klux Klan, the Protestant Evan- 
gelical Association, and other organizations are committed to a like policy. We leave it 
to the reader to decide what would be done if the Catholic Church in he United States 
decided on such a program. Deducting the Negro population from Protestant member- 
ship, the total Protestant church affiliation does not exceed the Catholic membership. «

The subject treated in this special edition of OUR SUN-

Today England, Germany, the United States, Russia, 
Japan, the dominant powers in the world, are not Catholic;

the interna! affairs even of France, Spain, or his own country, 
Italy, because his interference would be resented. 

Qn the other hand, the Catholic people do not recognize 
the Pope as a civil ruler, and owe him absolutely no civil 
allegiance. Even if every person in the United States was 
Catholic, they would resent any dictation from Rome relative 
to civil or political matters, If he were a civil ruler in Italy, 
and declared war against the United States, we would oppose 


him atid lay down our lives in defense of Uncle Sam against 


him. 


PROTESTANT COUNTRIES HAVE 
SUCH UNION. 


Every organization which is either directly or indirectly 
hostile to the Catholic Church gives as one of the reasons for 
its opposition the demand which the Catholic Church makes 
for union of Church and State. As a matter of fact, the 
Catholic Church demands no such thing, and there are not 
many countries, predominantly Catholic, where such union 
exists. On the other hand, has it never occurred to you, that 
the United States is practically the only so-called Protestant 
country in which there is not union of Church and State? In 
England theré is such a union; in Sweden and Norway there 
is such a union; there was such a union in Germany until the 
government was broken up. In fact, there is not only a union 
of Church and State in some Protestant countries, but the 
Constitution requires the King to be a member of a certain 
church, and in some of them Church and State have the very 
identical ruler. No such extreme situation exists in any 
Catholic country. Under preper conditions, the Catholic 
Church may advocate union of Church and State as a theory; 
but union of Church and State exists, as a fact, in most Prot- 
estant countries. Observant Protestant statesmen see it be- 


coming a fact even in this country, where despite provisions 


of the Constitution to the contrary, the profession of the 
Protestant religion is made a test for the office. 
quite generally conceded, that, no matter how well qualified 
he may be, a Catholic could not be elected to the Presidency 
here? 


STATE ALWAYS RIGHT AND CHURCH ALWAYS

Prejudice goes pretty for when it assumes that the State
